The Directory estimate of population for 
1877-8 was 508,685, and the publication for 
this vear contains some 3,800 more names, 
which, at 3 1-2 persons to a name, would indi- 
cate an increase of 13,300, making the popula- 
tion 517,000, if we accept previous estimates. 

In parentheses here let us add, that it is 
getting so uncomfortably near time for the U. 
S. census of 1880 that Mr. Gould fails to fur- 
nish further flights of fanev in this direction.

OVER ONE HUNDRED ORPHANS. 


A Terrible Explosion of Fire Damp in 
a New Zealand Colliery. 
{From the Auckland Star. } 

A terrible explosion of fire damp occurred 
atthe Kaitangata coal mine, Dunedin, New 
Zealand, on the 21st of February. Thirty-five 
menand one boy were in’ the mine, all of 
whom were killed, the boy being blown a dis- 
tance of fifty yards. Over 100 children were 
rendered fatherless by the accident. At the 
mine’s mouth the air was filled with the lam- 
entations ef women and ehildren. It wasa 
sad sight to see the dead men brought out one 
by one and laid on stretchers. All the faces, 
excepting two, appeared as if in sleep, but 
the two youths who had had charge of the 
horses were battered about the 
head, having been blown some _  dis- 


tance. A thick green smoke hung like a pall 
overthe tunnel for about ten minutes. The 
nine is entered by a main drive or tunnel.'The 
workings rise as they penetrate the hill, and 
the fall which assists the drainage causes foul 
nirjy accumulate in the upper end of the 
mine. The workings extend about 590 vards 
from the entrance. Most of the men appeared 
to have escaped the first effect of the tire- 
damp, and were making for the mouth of the 
mine, When they were overpowered by the 
‘‘after-damp.’’ Some of them must have 
pushed along from one to two hundred yards 
before they fell. At one place thirteen bodies 
were found in a heap.

Description of the Montana—The Dacotah

**Go vou down to the wharf if vou want to 
sce a boat that’ll be a gooditem. It ix the 
Montana from Pittsburg, bound to Benton. | 
never saw the like of her.*’ This was said by 
an eld boatman to a PostT-DISPATCI 
reporter, who proceeded to the 
wharf to gratify his curiosity, and found the 
Montana at the foot of Washington avenue. 
The captain, N. Buesen, was on board, and 
took the reporter over the craft, and explained 
the merits and uses of the structure. In an- 
swer to numerous questions Capt. Buesen po- 
litely furnished the following information: 

‘*This is the largest boat ever built for the 
trade of the Upper Missouri, and 
the Coulson Association, of which IL am 
a member, and which owns her, will soon 
have the Dacotah here en route to the same 
destination.

JIM CURRIE, DESPERADO. 
Some New Facts About the Man Who 
Killed Manager Porter. 

{From the New York Sun. ] 
MARSHALL, ‘TRX., Mareh 50.—In justice to 
the good muume of this town and of Texas, it 
should be thoroughly understood that the 
drunken ruftian who killed Benjamin F. Por- 
ter ongMarch 19, and who will undoubtedly be 
hangeu for that murder in due time, is not a 
Texan, and that his crime is nowhere regard- 

ed with more detestation than in Texas. 

Jim Currie was born ip the county of Clare. 
on the banks of the Shannon, He was brought 
to the United States when abont ten years old. 
His parents settled in Dunkirk, N. Y., where 
he grew up. Going to Cincinnati, he got work 
as fireman on the Little Miami Railroad. At 
the beginning of the war he enlisted in Com- 
pany A (Capt. Fisher) of the Twelfth Ohio 
Volunteers. ‘Toward the close of the war he 
was promoted to be sergeant, and served on 
provost duty in Charleston, Va. After the 
war he returned to Cincinnati, but svon got 
work 2s a locomotive ¢ngineer on a railroad in 
Kansas. 

Not long afterward he quarreled with a 
manin Junction Ciiy and shot him dead. 
The killing of another man led him to go into 
the army as ascout, and he was with Custer 
on several expeditions. A few vears ago he 
killed «a brother of Capt. Fisher of the army, 
with whom he had served in Ellsworth, Kas. 
In the same town, in an affray ina disorderly 
house, he killed a Woman and twomen, and 
mortally wounded four other persons. He 
would have been lynched if a railroad friend 
had not smuggled him out of the State in his 
water tank, Currie’s head being barely out of 
the water. 

Currie resigned his commission as captain 
of a company of scouts and went to Memphis, 
where his career was equally bloody. From 
Memphis he came to Texas, and was eimploy- 
ed on @ railroad as engineer. He succeeded 
in exciting the employes there to a strike, for 
which he was discharged. Then he came to 
Marshall, and got work on the railroad here. 
That was about tive years ago. In a broil in 
Dallas he was shot in the neck by a young man 
whom he had insulted. In August, 1877, he 
wus epgineer.of a passenger train, but was 
taken off for disobedience. He was then em- 
ployed as a cletective by the company to hunt 
down the thieves who were plundering its cars 
and depots. 

Very few of bis arrests resulted in conyie- 
tions on account of his ignorance and self-im- 
portance. He would take no instruction from 
the company’s attornevs or officers. The night 
of the murder he cursed a one-armed person, 
but to his dismay he found that he had mis- 
taken his man, and he was made to retract 
every word he had said. 

Currie is now in jail to await the session 
of the grand jury, which meets in May, and 
which will undoubtedly indict him. It is 
thought that he will make application fora 
change of venue, but probably this will be re- 
fused. The feeling against him is not that of 
pe. but enly astern desire that he shall 

ve brought to justice. Nothing will prevent 
his having a fair trial, and as humane a hang- 
ing as our Sheriff can arrange for him.

Boy Shepherds in Nebraska. 
{From the American Agriculturist.] 

One pleasant day we rode twenty miles over 
the Laramie plains, from Larainie City to the 
Little Laramie River, where we found a pros- 
perous sheep-raiser from Nebraska, named 
Edward Farrell. There were no neighbors 
for miles around, with the execption of a 
nephew of Motley, the historian, who had left 
his father’s pleasant home near Boston, 


Mass., and located a sheep ranch close by 


here. The Farrells cave u8 a most hospitable 
reception. We bade them good-bye late iu 
the afternoon, turned off to the right of Sheep 
Mountain, and, entering a narrow plain be- 
tween high ranges of hills, spurred forward 


our jaded animalss until the gathering shad- 
ows warned us that we could proceed no fur- 
ther with safety. 

At daybreak we spied a large flock of sheep 
in a corral close by a rude cabin or dugont, in 
which were two boys, sons of Mr. Farrell. 
Here, twelve miles or more from home, they 
bad been tending a flock of 2,300 sheep during 
the entire season. They shot their game with 
an old rifle, did their own cooking, and lived 
entirely alone with their dogs and two ponies 
employed in herdivg the sheep. They alter- 
nated in watching the sheep, which were driven 
into the corral every night, as rotection 
against bears, wolves, and other wild animals. 
AB antelope which one of them had shot the 
day previous was suspended near the doorof 
the cabin. There was a good range here, and 
the father had in the apring tinte sent the 
sheen and the boys to possess it. 

You will be surprised when I tell you that 
these lads, entrusted with the care of over 
2,000 sheep, and living here in this remote, 
secluded spot, were only ll and 15% years of 
age. It is astonishing, the carly sel{-reliance 
which these frontier children display, and the 
skit whitch. as mere urchins, they attain in 
herding sheep.
